Not a Collection Agency 

O NE ol the principal things the matter with this country 
is the at erage American's disregard lor law. Law, 
nieieiy because it is law, carries no particular weight with 
him, II he approves any particular law, he thinks that one 
Siiouid be enlorced, and is pioperly outraged il the breach bl 
it IS called to his attention. H the next one on the statute 
book happens not to meet ids approval, he breaks it with a 
clear conscience, is amused when others circumvent it, and 
never lor a moment gives thought to the proposition tliat he 
IS helping to create a disrespect lor ail law, 

Itecently in this city our peace ollicers have iiad to deal with 
a very troublesome manilestation ol this disregard ol the 
aiiLhority ol the law. There have been several llagrant cases 
ol li uit stealing, and the victims promptly called on the Mar- 
siial tor aid. He devoted mucn time and ert'ort to investiga- 
ton, and collected enough evidence to hold the culprits. 

The thieves, getting wind that he was hot on their trails, 
interviewed the men whose proixn ty they had stolen, settled 
with them, and these men, who had been so insistent on the 
Marshal catching the thieves, retused absolutely to lile a com¬ 
plaint. 

In other words, they used the Marshal’s ollice as a collec¬ 
tion agency. As soon as they got some money tor the stolen 
propei’ty, the crime interested them no longer. 

Compounding a felony is a crime in itself, ljut they knew it 
w ould be dilticult to prove they iiad done this, so they took the 
chance. 

This condition is w rong from every point of view. The 
criminal is sure to go out and do it again it he thinks he can 
buy his way out it he gets caught. He counts on not getting 
caught enough times to make stealing prolitable. Eveiy time 
a thief buys his immunity, the power and inlluence of the law 
is weakened with every individual who knows of the incident. 
Potential thieves are encouraged to try their hands at the 
game. 

There is no justice to the taxpayers of the coninumity in 
ailovving the Marshal's ollice to be used tor a collection agency. 
Tlie Marshal is there to enforce the law and corral law- 
bieakers, and we are fortunate in having an otticer who has 
never failed to lespond promptly to evei-y call, but what en¬ 
couragement is there to faithful and ellicient service if, after 
spending a night in trailing thieves and getting evidence, when 
the time comes to swear to a complaint and issue the warrant, 
the complaining witness settles up with the thief and refuses 
to aid the oflicer.s‘/ 

It is up to you, people of this city, to get behind the peace 
officers with the fullest weight of your influence and moral 
support. Crime is alarmingly on the increa.se throughout the 
state, and we cannot expect to get off scot free. Any one of 
you may be the next to need the help of the Marshal. Let 
him know he has your suiiport and that you are back of him 
in his efforts to enforce the law and keep this community free 
of the criminal class. 


Ozvn Your Ozvn Home, You 
Who Live in Sierra Madre 

S IEliKA MADRE is growing and one of the hopeful symp¬ 
toms of the growth is the number of houses which are 
being built l)y people who intend to live in them themselves, 
in other words, the number of actual homes which are under 
constiuction. 

A community made up of home-ownei's is the best commu¬ 
nity in the world. We wish that every one living in our city, 
that is, every permanent resident, might own the house he 
lives in. 

W’^e need a certain number of houses for rental purposes 
foi* people come here for a short while, fall undei* the chai*m 
of the place, and wind up by coming back to stay. Therefore, 
\\e need houses to accommodate these prosi)ective settlers. 
But those Avho are here for any prolonged stay should be 
home-owners. 

The statement has been repeatedly made by students of 
social conditions that Bolshevism would never make any ap- 
pteciable headway among the American working men be¬ 
cause so many of them owned their own homes. The man 
who owns the house he lives in as a rule wants a stable gov¬ 
ernment to seciu'e him the undisputed ix)ssession of the fruit 
of his labors. lie is not apt to be cai’ried away with the idea 
of a general division of property which would give to the 
man who has not worked and saved part of his accumula¬ 
tion. 

The same principal works out in every grade of society.

d'o the Editor: 

All through time there has been 
inore or less agitation over the lawful 
field and proper sphei’e of legislation. 
It is apparent that laws are abso¬ 
lutely necessary. Legislation, how¬ 
ever, should be confined to the gov¬ 
erning of man's duty to his fellow- 
men. Anything outside of this has 
always resulted in disorder worse 
than the evil which it has sought to 
regulate. But recently the Loril’s 
Day Alliance has attempted to secure 
the passage of a law that would stop 
all but church activities on Sunday. 

It is interesting to note the manner 
of proceduie they propose in order to 
j bring this about, and the reasons they 
give why such legislation is proper. 
4he secretary of this organization 
recentlv said in an interview: 

“Of course, we shall back no law 
that would compel a man or a woman 
to attend church. But we believe that 
if we take away a man's motor car, 
golf sticks, his Sunday newspaper, his 
horses, his pleasure steanihips, amuse¬ 
ment houses, and parks, and prohibit 
him from playing outdoor games or 
witnessing field sports, he naturally 
will (L ift back to church.'' 

The one who said this may not have 
so meant it, but this smacks more or 
less of confiscation of propei’ty. How 
would all this “taking away” of these 
things from a man be accomplished 
unless some guard were put over him 
on Sunday, or at least some plan be 
evolved to deprive him of their use on 
that day? It is true, he might use 
his autos, horses, and so on, to drive 
Mr. Bowlby and his sainted brethren 


to the house of worship. By that 
means the owners might be caused to 
“ilrift back to church.” 

In this interview the reformer's at¬ 
tention was called to the fact that 
there were some whose religion called 
on them to obseiwe another day as 
the Sabbath. His answer to this was 
very enlightening as to the real 
animus backing this organization. 
Here is what he said: 

“Only the Roman Catholics, the 
Unitarians, the Seventh-da v* Advent¬ 
ists and the Jews are outsitle this 
movement. And, to be perfectly frank 
with ou, they will have to conform 
to the laws if we succeed. The Jew 
will have to observe our Sabbath. As 
a matter of fact, he might as well, be¬ 
cause Saturday is not, afttr all, his 
Sabbath. He is wrong by the revised 
lalendar. Therefore, it will work no 
hardship for him to attend his syna¬ 
gogue on the same day we attend our 
churches.” 

Such liberality is wonderful! These 
classes are all wrong, and it is the 
duty of the Lord’s Day Alliance to 
set them right. To accompli.sh this, 
force, if necessary, is to be used. In 
this is wrapped up the germ of the 
rankest persecution. Many good men 
and women have been burneil at the | 
stake by those who claimed to do 
such in order to save the souls of the j 
victims, and to save the purity of the | 
faith. It would hardly seem that! 
liberty-loving Americans arc ready 
yet to give over the reins of govern¬ 
ment to such men as the.se self- 
styled reformers.

Hero of Argonne 
Loses Last Fight 

With the death in this city last 
Saturday of William F. Schmidt, an¬ 
other brave man who answered hi.s 
country’s (;all in her hour of need gave | 
up the struggle against unconquer- | 
able odds and pas.sed on to join the j 
ranks of the comrades W’ho yiehled up ! 
their lives, not only on the field of i 
battle, but some after many weary j 
hours of pain and suffering since then. 

William Schmidt, w'ho was 82 at 
the time of his death, enli.sted in July ; 
of H)18 and was almost immediately 
.sent overseas from Jeffer.son Bar¬ 
racks, Missouri, in a replacement unit. 
At Brest, France, he was transferred 
to the 2,4th Infantry and .sent into the j 
battle line. 1 

During tho.se days of July and Au-1 
gust, when the w’hole w’orld waited I 
breathless to see whether the Ameri-1 
cans would drive back the Hun, he i 
I was in the trenches on the Argonne | 
front, and on September 6th w’as j 
badly gas.sed. | 

When it was po.ssible to move him, | 
he was sent back to this country to i 
Whipple Barracks, Arizona, and fie 
remained in the hospital there until 
February, 1D20. W hile in the hospi¬ 
tal he became interested in one of the 
nur.ses and they decifled to make the 
light for his recovery together. When , 
he left the hospital they w ere mar- i 
ried, and after staying in Los Angeles ! 
for a time came to Sierra Madre. * 
They lived at Cypress Court until 
two or three months ago, w’hen they 
moved to North Lima Street. ; 

His w ife gave him most devoted, | 
unremitting care, but his case was one 
of those sad ones where the injury 
to the lungs was too deep for recov¬ 
ery. He failed steadily and hfs' 
friends have known for .^ome time 
that it was a losing fight, but Mrs. 
Schmidt never gave up hope and even 
to the last believed he might recover. 

Her hopeful outlook was a great ^ 
help to him and he was plucky and i 
cheery always, displaying a spirit ' 
which won the liking and admiration 
of those with whom he came in con¬ 
tact. 

Mrs. Schmidt left on Tuesday with 
hi.s body for his former home in St. i 
f.ouis, where his mother and other | 
relatives still live. She expects to re¬ 
turn to California after a time, how¬ 
ever. ami make her future home in 
this state. 

Red Watermelons 
Not So Attractive Now 

An interesteil crowd filled the City , 
Hall last Friday afternoon while the I 
trial of Htiiold Medearis and Philip ! 
Fabric, both of Sunny Slope, on the 
charge of stealing watermelons from 
L. K. Steinberger was in progres.s. 

These young men were members of 
a fumigating gang which had lieen 
working in the vicinity and the evi¬ 
dence against them was strong 
cnou^i for the judge to find them j 
guilty and line them §^15 each. j 

Mr. Steinberger lost some melon.< 
on which he had put in much time and , 
work intending to enter them in the | 
prize contest of the Germain Seed ' 
Company. He feels confident that one 
of the specimens he lost was larger ! 
than any.thing that has been brought 
in from any other place. He planteil j 
the .*ieed in specially prepared gronud ' 
last spring, and has given the plants , 
great care all season. He could not 
prove that these particular young ‘ 
men took the prize melons, but he 
could prove they took some melon.<. 
The value of the prize melons would 
have made the charge grand larceny, 
hut they were arraigned on a petty 
larceny charge in view of the circum- 
>tances. 

Judge Forman found the question¬ 
ing of the w’itnes.*^es very tiring, so he 
railed on Jack Wright, who was 
among the spectators, lo act as in- 
(juisitor, as the latter has had much 
experience in court procedure tluring 
his years as couii reporter. 

The spectators reported after the 
trial that some of the defense wit¬ 
nesses did some of the finest high ami 
lofty lying that it had ever been their 
foitune to listen to, hut under a 
rapid lire of iiuestions, they got tan¬ 
gled up and made adnii.*?sions which 
convinced the judge that the ollicers 
had landed the right men. 

The Marshal was pleasetl with the 
conviction, as thei'e has biH*n a dispo¬ 
sition on the part of various fumigat¬ 
ing gangs to help themselves to any¬ 
thing and everything that might 
happen to he within reach in the food 
line, and he felt it was time to call a 
halt. 

Marshal LMell, in speaking of this 
lase, paid his respects very forcibly 
to some other people who recently 
have compoundtNl similar otTonces and 
refused to swear out complaints after 
he worked up the evidence. A couple 
of weeks ago he spent the givater 
part of Sunday tracing some thieves 
who liad .stolen grapes from a vine¬ 
yard in the southwest paii of town. 
After working the wliole case up, the 
man who had the vineyard under lease ’ 
and who claimed he had lost about 
$20D woiAh of fruit, refustM to prose¬ 
cute. Similarly, the lir.st of last week 
the Mai*shal said he was called out at 
night, went to the Hastings vineyaixl, 
and caught the men in the act of 
loading up the grapes. The next i 
morning they maile a deal with the ! 
man who has that vineyard, paid him 
for the grapes, and he refused to 
swear to a complaint. 

The Marshal has tire in his eye. and 
says he has about n^ached the limit 
of his patience. He says he never has 
refused to respond to any call at any 
hour of the day or night, but be is 
getting timl of being used mei*ely to 
collect money while the criminals are 
allowed to go free, to repeat the of¬ 
fense. 

Tt really isn’t going to l>e healthy 
for the next person w ho calls the Mar- | 
shal Mit to round up lawbreakers and j 
then I’efusca to go on w’ith the case, j
